Nnw Pno.rKcnLtB.— Ihe New Yotk JsniUtl 
cf Commerce says in Ihe h»lcyr,i days of the 
p±st, American iogtntlUy has overcome impedi 
ments which had delkd the skill of the Old 
World through long cinlurief; and now when 
the invent;.-., fooulty of tho nation if called Into 
exorcise for other olj«cts, fr. m tlio demands of 
war, th ro aro new dsvelopmenti i f skill adapted 
to tho emergency. By a fingU offort, we impro- 
vise a floating steam battery which achievos re- 
sults Devtr before obtained, but for which ce'en- 
tific men have lung striven. All Europe is 
electrified, so that oven tho London Times, al- 
ways blatant with pr»i3e for tho wooden wall» of 
England, frankly sdmiis that the en'ire British 
navy is no tna'ch for the two American iron- 
clad batteries which lttily c ntendid for mas- 
tery in Hampton Roadj. Bat wbili Europe is 
thus routed with astonishment at Ihe triumphs 
of American genius, we have taken yet another 
step iuadvanc". Furt Pul«ki, con9trHc!ed in ac 
cordince with the most approved system of coast 
defence, crumbled like a toy bouse before the ro- 
eistless powers of a now kind of projectile. Com- 
modore Rogers, commanding one of the Federal 
bitterns stationed on 'i Lou Island, says in his 
official report: "In spite of a high wind, the fir- 
ing from the rifled guns atd columbiads was ex- 
cellent, the foruwr boring into the brick face of 
the wall like augers, and the latter striking like 
trip-hammers and breaking off great masses of 
masonry which had l.een cut loose by the rifles " 
Some of th« newspiper correspondents are mere 
precise in their allu-ion to the wonderful prrjec- 
• ilea which made this havec. One writtr says, 
after examining the disabled fortress : 

Our shells, it seemed, bad done absolutely no 
effective damage; oven the round shots from the 
eclumbuds bad n<>t tlTccted perceptible iijurv. 
Still moro Strang* ly, tbe Parrutr- guca bad been 
comparatively harmless, tbe work being done al- 
most entirely by the James pr(j»clile e , which 
came whizzing trrough air, &c " 
Another c< rrospondent remarks as follows : 
The reduction of this fort has no precedent in 
the history of fortification, and is likely to effect 
a revolution in tbe system of land defences equal 
to that produced In naval deforces by tbo cor. diet 
i f tbe Monitor and Merrunac. Brick is stronger 
than stone, hut neither can stand against rifled 
artillery. Tbe guns which contributed most to 
the breaching of the wall were thoso which carried 
the James prrj-ctile. That was tbe testimony of 
thetfficers in tbe fcrt, and in tbe thickest of tbe 
ruins it was always these shot which we found 
most abundant. 

From tbe foregoing, it appears that the rpeedy 
reduction of Pulaski was attributable to the use 
of a miesile whtca the rebels, from its peculiar 
sound and ebape, called a "wheel-hub", and which 
ponotratod to an almost iccredible djpth into tho 
solid masonry. In tbis fact, there is another 
signal triumph for American geniu', and partic- 
ularly fjr Oan. James, of Rho<U Island. He 
msda protracled experiments for the purpose of 
determining the proper twist and depth of groove 
rrquisite in guns throwing bis pnj«til<; also 
the extent cf range. The latter was no ordinary 
tark, as tie mountainoui districts of Massachu- 
setts, where tho gun was made, afforded no proper 
scope for a niisilo which flew almost instanta- 
neuiilyover a space of ttvo miles. Afterwards, 
a trial was made before a Board of Ni- 
val cflicers under more favorable tircum- 
etances, of which a full report wan given 
to the public. Still, Mr. James encoun 
tertd t ! otacles which nothing but perseverance 
and la-ge pecuniary means could have overcome 
And at length, when F . Pickens was bombardid, 
and the James gun practically tested, the verdict 
was unfavorable. It was stid that tbe leaden 
cmpoeition at the haso cf pnjectile (d.tLr.ned to 
prevent w indage in the grooves) became detached 
afler leaving the gup, and so prevented accuracy 
in firing. We must now believe, on further trial, 
that Ihe decision thus given was premature, or 
that skill has at length overcome all defecte — so 
that th-) distinguished iaventor has tbe satisfac- 
tion of knowing that sljelli", rcuid shot from cc- 
lumbiads, and even the famous Parri t gur, 
provid inferior to tho so-culled ' James prr jeciile" 
in the terrible cannonade which so speedly 
brought down ths Stars and Bars from Furt Pu- 
laski. All honor to American genius. All honor 
to Ericsson and James. 



A FlUUI TO the Pope — Mr. Secretary Se 
ward has seDt to bis Holinass Pius IX the en'ire 
eiition of the "History of the State of New York, 
consisting cf thirteen quarto volumes, handsome- 
ly illustrated with colored plates, end richly 
bound in Turkey morocco aud gold; also a copy of 
the d plomatic correspondence for 1861, bound in 
like manner. This was in return to the coropli- 
msnt recently paid by his Holinsss to the Secre 
tary, by the premutation of tho superb edition of 
"El Vatecano," a colossal wcrk of twelve volumes, 
containing illnsl rations cf all paintings and statu- 
ary belonging to the Papil Oovernment of Rome. 



The Tasgiek. Aukest — The New York Jour- 
nal of Commerce says i'. might well puzzle one 
who is not familiar with tho relations between 
tbe United stit'3 and lue Moaainmeaan nations 
to explain on what principle the Consul at Tan- 
gier has seized on the persons of ortain officers 
of the Sumpterard sen' toem horns as prisoners 
But we presume it will turn out that the Consul 
was perfectly aware of his power j and rights, and 
that he has not exceeded them. Possibly a littlo 
explanation may make tbe matter intelligible to 
every one. We are not informed as to the trei- 
tiei subsisting betwoen the United States and the 
Emperor of Morocco, but we take it for granted 
that they are similar to tho. e with other Moslem 
power-, which are substantially summed up 
in the phrase that we are "placed on the foot- 
ing of tbe most favored nations." 

Now in Turkey, and in Egypt, the "mo it fa- 
vored nations" are in the hubit of claiming and 
exercising, partly by treaty and partly by custom 
wl'ich has grown to be as strong law as treaty, 
the exclusive jurisdiction over tbe persons and 
properly of their own suljecti", through the inter- 
vention of thoir respective consuls. Tbis is the 
recognized right of European and Amorican gov- 
ernments, and tbe result is that wbenan Engliah- 
min or an American lands in Egypt, Turkey, ai d 
we suppose in Morocco, be is rot on'y under tbe 
protection of his consul, but he is absolutely 
at Ihe disposal of bii consul, and he may be 
at or co seized by the consul and imprisoned 
or shipped out of the conntry, without tha 
slightest interfere! o s on tbe part of tbe Moham- 
medan Government. The Viceroy of Egypt for 
example ignores all jurisdiction over American 
travellers. If tbey contract debts they cannot 
be sntd in Egyptian courts, if they commit crimes 
they cannot be subjsctei to Egyptian jjstice 
We have in mind one ca?e in which an American 
killed an Egyptian, but the Government took no 
other notice of it than to call Ihe attention of tho 
couiul to the fact, who Bint tbe effander out of 
Ihe conrjtry, it being impossible to send him homo 
for trial, and no power being tlion conferred on 
the consul to bold a court and try him. 

We have had occasion heretofore to remark on 
the grosi injus' ice which has been done to the 
oriental nations, by their Christian allies and 
friends, in the operation cf tbis system of trea- 
ties. No one has forgotten that terrible misaa- 
cre at Jedla a few years ago. It occurrod, as we 
happen to know, fioin tbis very cause. A great 
body of Mograbbin (MoorUb) pilgrims were on 
their way to Mecca. They aro a fierce, vindic- 
tive, and unmanageable race. It was customary 
in former years, when tbe pilgrim horde arrived 
at Jedda, for ihe Turkish authorities to take 
eharge of tb.-m, and keep them in durance in 
one quarter of the city till tbey were readf 
to move on up (o the Holy Places. But it 
happened that during the year previous io 
tbis pilgricnags, Francs had extendod her 
conquests in Africa over a pcriion cf terri'ory 
from which many of theso very pilgrims bad 
come, and the Moors a'tooished tbe Turkish au- 
thorities at Jedda by declaring that they were 
French subjects, no longer liable to Turkish po- 
lice, ar d responsible only to the French Consul. 
The Turks were compelled to admit the claim, 
and the Moors went up and down tbe city, en- 
joying a liberty they had never bsfore dreamed 
of, and helping themselves s freely to the con- 
tents cf the Baziars that tbe proprietors roso 
and defended themselves. Tbe French Consul's 
family were tbe mo3t terrible sufferers in the 
mas-acre which ensued. It will thus be seen that 
an Englishmau landing at Tangier is liable to bo 
seized il,U imprisonod by an English Consul, and 
his only remedy is agaiist the Consul in England 
It is rather amusing to read of ths indignation 
exprevod in Tangier by foreign residents, and it 
is also refrosbing to observe the caution with 
which Mr. Lay art 1 nprroacbed the Pul'ject of the 
arrest of the Sumptsr officer?, when heallcded to 
it in Parliament. England has ustd and abused 
theso treaties with tbe Turli beyond ail credi- 
bility, an l Mr. L>yard l.as boen a great whilo in 
the E st, and like all Eistern explorers and trav- 
ellers has probably found occasion to make them 
of personal advantage to bimsslf. Precedents for 
the Con-sul's courseware ius.nm rable in E^ypt, 
.n t we presume in Morocco. 

If any sailor on any ship of a Chris'.im nation 
were to commit piracy, a' d go into a Turkish 
port afterward, he would at once be seized by his 
consul. Woe be to the criminal who thinks to 
e3C po Englir-h justico by t asking Mohammedan 
protection. He wiil be seizod &nd s.nt home by 
tbe fir. t consul who catches him, without any 
extradition treaties. To such an extent ure these 
foreign immunities stretched, in oriental countries, 
that every consul has a list ofprotrges, including 
sometimes hundreds cf native Mohammedans, 
wh i are claimed as free from their own govern- 
ment rule, and subject to the sole jurisdiction of 
the consul of a foreign power. We have no 
.lull that an examination by Ihe State depart- 
ment would th >w now many huadred such oa e , 
in f. reigo and semi barbarous countries, of na- 
tives who, either as servants or as dsscendants of 
servants cf tbo American consuls, or for some 
other professed reason, are on tbe list of protec- 
tion. A man murdered another in Cairo. He 
was a Jew, and his ancestors had boen Jews, in 
Cairo, doubtless from the time of Jeremiah. He 
was arrested, imprisoned, sent the next dey for a 
foreign cosul, and was demanded the next morn- 
ing, from tbo bands of the government, by the 
consul, who exhibited bis nime far back among 
ni< l> t /"r.'«j/»js. No one knows bow much it 
cost to get it inserted there, but every one sus- 
pect' . 

Wo take it that these consular powers ovor 
foreign su' jocts prevail in Tangier, and that tbe 
consul, who we suppose is Mr. Os Long, has ex- 
ercised a great deal cf vigilance, and bas basn 
particularly successful in tho present instance. 
The Sampler cflicers lanled at Tangier on an ex- 
cursion of pleasure. He treats them as Ameri- 
can cri r.iita!?, coming within his reach. He is 
responsible only them and to his own Govern- 
ment for his acts. There is probably no cause of 
complaint against him on behalf of tbe Morocco 
Government. Had ho seized a Frenchman, Louis 
Napoleon would havo applied to our Government 
for restoration and indemnity. Ho bas seized an 
American, and the Emperor of Morocco will sm ike 
bis chibouk in peace, and wonder what was tbe 
row down at tho American Consulate. 

Ouo Fei.low'shii' in Mauvlasd — Tbe Grand 
Lrdge cf the Independent Order ot Old Follows 
assembled in annutl communication at Baltimore 
on Tuesday. The Sun says : 

Tbe several committees presented their reports. 
That of tho library committee showed that Ihe 
receipts from the first day of July, 1861, to the 
first day of April, inst , were js868 9H, and the 
expenses $518 91, leaving in tbe treasury a bal- 
ance of $310 01 Since tho last roport 207 vol- 
umes had been added to the library of works in 
English and an addition of .132 of German works 
Tbe whole number of English volumes on the 
first of April was 10,286, and of German vclumes 
5,029 — making an aggregate of 15 295. The 
whole number of volumes drawn out by members 
since tbe last report was 19,529, averaging about 
five hundred per week. Tbe committee stale 
that they purchased from the administrator tho 
medals presented by the order in Mar) 1 end to Ihe 
late Past Grand Sire Thomas Wildey, together 
with a piece of silver plate presontoei to him by 
t e G and Lodge I f the United States, at a cost of 
$93 15, and tbey are now in ths library. Tbe 
committee congratulates tho grand lodge upon 
tbe continued prosperity and increasing useful- 
ness of this adjunct to the order. 

The Standing Committee on Education made 
their report, showing lhat since tbe organiz elion 
there bad been reported and entered upon the 
books 2,774 chi'dron, of which number 113 
wero reported ia 1861. During Ihe past year 133 
omplated tier scholastic term, leaving in tbe 
charge of the committee 1 193 orphan', of whom 
736 are a'-tendiog school, 335 are at tradsa. aud 
122 are tcoyoung to attend school. The receipts 
uf the committee for the oast year were $3 226 16, 
and the eii.buraemsnts $3,051 95 — leaving in the 
binds cf tbe treasurer a balance of $174 21. Tbe 
a-se'.s of tbe committee aro stated to be $14,838 
07. 

The report ef the Grand Master, John C. 
Smith, shows the order in Maryland to bs in a 
peaceful condition, and to have thus far escaped 
the tr-ubles which have conTUlatsd tbe country. 
The roport of Grand Secretary Joseph B. Esces- 
vaille to the Grand Ma-iter, and presented by the 
latter to the Grand Lodge, shows that up to the 
close e f the last term there were 91 lodges within 
the jurisdiction. There bad been 59 initiations, 
IS r j -ct ione, 467 suspensions. 7 admitted by card, 
38 withdrawn by card, aud 58 died. The whole 
nnmbor cf members then in tbe jurisdiction was 
11,839. The receipts if the lodge were $38,118 
57. Kilief was afford sd to 862 members to the 
amount of $13 905 68. and to 59 widowed fami- 
lies to tbe amount of $7,785 25. Thero was paid 
fur the edticition if orphans $1,586 56; for the 
burial of the dead $2 974 75; and as voluntary 
doEi'J ~n3 $705 — making an aggregate of $26 957 
24 •

Telecuai-hic Trash —We do not think the 
assertion of the St. Louis R-publican, that the 
telegraphx summaries of Congressional pro 
ceedings which the "A3tsociated Press" sends to 
the Western newspapers, always exceedingly 
meagre and generally dished up in such a 
style as to be as near unintelligible as possible, 
will be denied in this quarter. As our contempo 
rary savs, tbe most important measures are often 
wholly neglected, whilst the attention of the 
reporter seems to be wholly occupied with insig- 
nificant and frivolous matters transpiring. If Mr. 
Sumner presents an abolition petition, the fact ia 
dished over tho wires with a great flourish, as 
though there was something novel and interest- 
ing in tbe announcement. And so with almost 
every really trivial and unessential matter that 
Iri-n pires, whilst the press is corrpelled to look to 
Ihe Congressional Globe for tbe record of those 
proceedings in which the public feel an anxiety 
The Eastern journals are furnished with a re- 
spectable digest daily of t'oeje proceedings to tho 
amount of two or three co'umns or more, whilst 
tbe barbarians of the West consider themselves 
lucky to get a few "ttick-fulls" of the morest 
trash. The telegraph may osleem It vory witty 
to rocord the presentation of a paper in the Senate 
by Mr. Trumbull, ironically praying for a " de- 
fensive stand-still policy at Y'orktown, and to se- 
cure a reserve force of 250,000 men," but the pob 
lie, who bavo bad quite enough cf the banded as- 
saults on Gen. McUlellan, will scarcely aoo where 
ths laugh comes in, whilst our army in the penin- 
sula is working night and day to clear tbo way to 
tho rebel capital. Tbe Cong'essional reporter bas 
tried bis hand on jokes and general twaddle — let 
him experiment a little upon dignified facts. The 
whole system is a fraud and a swindle upon tbe 
press and the ccuntiy. 

Thero are cer.ainly great reforms needed, and 
tbey can never ba achieved until a system e f per- 
sonal responsibility among reporter is eatalli hed. 
Tbis can re .dily be accomplished if the Assi cia ed 
Press should require tbo signature of all corres- 
pondents to be appended to tbe messaged they 
transmit. We think tbe great evil under wbi;b 
Ibo press and pe ple suffer proceeds from Ihe 
special "sensa'iou" elespa T ches of the E-s'ern pa- 
pers, which, in their rivalry for news, invent tbe 
most extravagant stories, or magnify a mole bill 
of rumor into a mountain of ridiculous nonsense. 
The Associated Pro s reporters are generally effi- 
cient, bnt if it is properly represented to tbe man- 
agement in New Y'crk that the Western press de- 
fire more comprehensive Congrcssioral reports, 
without reportorial speculations, we have no doubt 
they can be obtained.

GKN MANS1 lELD'S At'COUNT OK THE FlGHT 

is Hamiton Roads —A correspondent of the 
Tribune gives Gen. Mansfield's account of the 
light in Hampton Roadc, in which we find Ihe 
following interesting statements : 

Two of tbe three rebel steamers then ran along- 
side of the Congre3% and mads fast to her, on 
each quarter, apparently with the purpose o* 
hauling her off. As soon as I saw this, 1 ordertd 
Col. Brown, of tbe 20th Indiana, to send bis ride 
companies, A and K. down to the beach, and 
drive these steamers away. I sjpo sent down two 
riflad guns, under Copt. Howard, and a liflrd 
D.ihlgren howitzer, minned by Maater Stuyve- 
aant acd fourteen pailora of "the C'lmbeil ind. 
Fr^m a rakin< position on the beach, covered by 
sand-hi'ls and iree«, these puns playtd effectively 
on the steamers at about six hu»;dr<d yards. The 
Indiana riflemen, throwing themselves up in their 
hrefis'.s, worked forward in the sand, loading ard 
tjring with deadly aim as ihey crawlet. The two 
steamers quickly let go their hold on the C-'ngres-. 
and moved Ofat of rarg*, having undoubtedly re 
ceived great loss and damage. They soon came 
back, accompanied by a launch tilled with men ; 
but the gunners and rithmen again beat them off 

Throughout tbe day my whoW force was undei 
arms, and my officers and men were engaged in 
tbe batteries and on tbo beach. Wherever we 
had a show of chance at anything not covered 
wilh twelve inches cr fcix inches of iron, our brave 
men whipped tnt rebels and drove them off. 
Strange to say, not one of my command was 
killed, and but one wa> woundtd — a private of the 
7th New Tcrk, who lost a leg. 

It would have bsen utterly impoe*iblo, sir, lo 
havo averted the fate cf the two war ships. Th* 
superiority of the Merrimac over both was as de- 
cided ai iron i» decidedly stronger than wood.

Publishing House — The Nashville 
Book Concern —Our Nashville correspond- 
ent gives a sadly graphic account of the doings 
of tho Methodist Publishing Uouse at Nosh- 
ville in its efforts to add fuel to the flame of 
rebellion. Under tho pretext of serving that 
God whoso son was given to the world as tho 
harbinger of "peace on earth and goodwill 
toward man,'" iis officers havo converted its 
rooms into armories, and wc have now in our 
office one of tho tract* which they wore pre- 
paring to send out, in the shape of a pike, 
which was seized, with five hundred others of 
tho samo sort, on its premises. Tbo exposure 
of cur correspondent is crushing, and the ef- 
frontery of the Concern, in asking facilities 
from the Government they havo abused and 
imperilled, exceeds anything which ever be- 
fore came under our observation. 

C3T Wc a week or two ago quoted the fol- 
lowing passage from the New Yoik World: 

Tbo recent action of the Republican State Com 
roil tee in <ne of , tver.il ir.dicafi.mi that the 
leaders cf the Republican party in thi.i S'.sto aro 
making tctive preparations for tbe full revival cf 
their organization, which tuffend apart ia! eclipse 
in the Stato election last (all. The Republican 
leaders b.tve determined to bei-il t If in advance 
any attempt to repeat the experiment of last 
year, when the H'ate tloction ell carried by a 
coalition cf Republicans and Union Dim. crat?, 
nndirthe name of tbe People's Union Party 
The Ki publican Party b thought to be ttrorig 
enough to carry tho State alone. 

As the World is a Republican journal, wo 
deemed that its testimony on this point bad some 
very strong foundation in fact, md so doubtless 
it had; but the event has proved that the "indi 
cations" in question were not so unerring as tbe 
World believed, for, instead of the U . -publican 
leaders heading off in advance any attempt to 
repeat the experiment of last jear, as the 
World imagined, the repotiiion of tho expeii 
ment of last year has wo pcrc he been form- 
ally inaugurated by tbe Republican und Union 
Democratic members of tbe Legislature at 
Albany, with the general approval of the 
Republican and Union Democratic press of 
the State. We can easily believe that the 
Republican leaders or a portion of them 
would have gladly curried out what the World 
says they had determined upon, bu> public 
opinion was evidently too strong for them, 
and they have silently yielded to its re quiro. 
ments. 

Accordingly, the R publican party of the 
Empiro State, instead of being revived, is 
merged anew in what is called tho People's 
Union party. Tbe Address and Resolutions 
which form tho new basis ol this party have 
no* yet reached us, but wc understand they 
affirm only such points as are amnion to the 
Republicans and Union Democrats of the 
State. This is asserted directly by the Alba- 
ny Evoring Journal, which though it stood out 
Itontlj for the revival of the R ipublican party 
supports tho action of the Caucus, and it sj 
pears to bu a clear inference from tho language 
in which tho New York Tribune notices the 
movement, "por our pirt," says tho Tribune 
"holding with the most advanced Republicans 
and bclieviog that tho Union cannot be saved 
unless slavery be overthrown, wo havo no dc 
sire to make cur personal convictions the test 
of poliueul fellowship, but vole just as readily 
and heartily (or a D 'inocrot who stands for 
putting tho rebellion iqu.trti down ns for n lie 
publican. Let us first dscido that we have a 
c mntry — not a mere mass meeting or fortuit- 
ous huddle of human beings — and I lieu we 
can at le ; irodUcu-s and decide loss imminent 
questions." Tiiis very smart concession im 
plies at least that there is no abolitionism in 
tho platform. Indeed, the contrary supposi- 
tion is scarcely admissible, iuasmucu as 
would stultify the whole movement. Auother 
sircunutanco rorroborativo of this view of the 
platform is the fm t that the Albany Atlas and 
Argus characterizes the movement as "the 
overthrow of tho Republican organization 
tho Atlas and Argus being sternly Anti-Re 
publican, and not likely in such a matter to be 
deceived by a cat in the meal or to connive at 
the cheat if thero should appear to be ona. 

On the whole, there seems no reason to 
doubt that tho basis adopted ia such that it 
will conciliate and combino the conservatives 
of tho North of whatever description. If so, 
a mighty point is gained for the country. 

•Wit was stated by as last winter, but in- 
dignantly denied by tho sympathizers with se- 
cession, that the Nathvillc penitentiary had 
been resorted to for the purpese of finding sol- 
diers for the Confederate army. The Nash- 
ville Union confirms our assertion from the 
official records left behind by Gov. Harris in 
his flight from the Capital. James M. Hall, 
who was sentenced to thrco and a half years' 
confinement in the penitentiary for horse- 
stealing from the county of Knox, was par- 
doned by Gov. Harris in December last, and 
on his pardon at the office of the Secretary of 
State, was found I his indorsement: 

Pardon kin on condition that he reaku hia com- 
pany at once. I. U. HARRIS. 

Then again William Reynolds was convict- 
ed in tho county of Sullivan, for tho crime of 
larceny, at the July term, 1SC1. On the 1st 
of D-ecmber, 18C1, was pardoned by Gov. 
1 Ian is, "On condition that he volunteer ai & 
cook, i< ;., in Colonel McClelland 's battalion." 
This tells tho whole story; horso thieves and 
larceny rogues were the allies of Bnckncr, 
Hanson, and tho other recreant Kcntuckians 
who were massing troops at Bowling Green 
with tbe avowed intention of capturing the 
city of Louisville.

RECIPROCAL AFFECTION. 
In commenting upon the natural founda- 
tions of union between the Ameiican States, 
our rcmainiug topic is their ueciprocal af- 
fection. 

General similarity of views, purposes, aims, 
and experience is probably one of the princi- 
pal sources of special affection between human 
beings. Yet, whatever may be tho psycholog- 
ical reason, it is frequently noticed by acute 
observers that if this general resemblance is 
modiriad by somo shades ofdissimilarity.it 
rather tends to increase than to diminish af- 
'ection. This is probably owing in part, 
though not entirely, to tho fact that every 
person has some traits, either physical or men- 
tal, with which he is dissatisfied, or of which 
he ia ashamed, however self-conceited he may 
be; and if ho fiuds the deficiency supplied in 
otbers wi.h whom he has no rivalry, the differ- 
ence may sometimes bo an clement of attrac- 
tion between them, rather than of repulsion. 

There aro mauy strong points of retcm- 
bianco between the States of our American 
Union. The mass of their population ia gen- 
erally of the Anglo-Saxon race. In nearly 
all the States the majority are of Biitisb. ori- 
gin. The English langucgc is spokeu almost 
universally; and common language is tho ordi- 
nary criterion of common nationality. The 
rcbgion of all the Slates is some form of Chris- 
tianity; and the prevailing type of Chihtianity 
in nearly every State is l'rotestant. Tnis, 
though not a criterion of nationality, 
is a great facility for it. The political insti- 
tutions of all aro republican. This fits them 
for union in one political homogeneous empire. 
They may unite, not merely by mechanical 
cohesion, but by chemical affinity. Tne early 
colonial experience of the original States was 
of a kindred character — a history of piiva- 
tions and hardships, and of conflicts with the 
aboriginal inhabitants, and with nature and 
the elements. In conticucd controversies 
th tbe British Crown they all learnt 
to bo courageous, self-reliant, and tenacious of 
their rights. They wcie partners in the dan- 
gers, sufferings, and losses of the Revolution- 
ary struggle, and shared together in tbo shame 
of defeats and disasters endured, and in ihc 
glory of victory won and of independence 
achieved. Since that momentous period, they 
have by their united counsels founded a wise 
and magnificent government; have shared its 
transcendent glorict; have sustained it in war; 
havo fought sido by side on its battle-fields; 
and have participated in tbe blessings pertain- 
ing to its prospciity and peace. They have 
sent to its councils "men of renown" — Wash- 
ington, Adams, J> ff rson, Hamilton, Madi- 
son, Jay, and the other brilliant names which 
adorn the roll of American statesmen and 
heroes. They havo made pilgrimages together 
to tbo Virginia heme of Washington, and 
have mingled their teats over his sacred tomb. 
They have common enemies in all thcdaik 
and frowning establishments of despotic and 
kingly power in tho old world across the flood 
and, being common objects of hate, they may 
well bo united by a common love. 

There aro indeed some points of dissimi- 
larity. Ia one section, the original settlers cf 
the ScatcB were strongly imbued with tho 
English Puritan element; and in another sec- 
tion, the prevailing element was rather of the 
complexion cf the English cavaliers. Th« re- 
pelling trait of Puritaniim is its self-righteous- 
ness in religion, and its arbitral iness in moral-; 
and that of Chivalry is i:s ambition in politics, 
and its tyranny in government. The former 
stirs up religion and politics together int» a 
hotchpot; and with the latter, its politics is its 
religion. They are both, to some extent, in a 
republic, elements of discord end revolution. 
Again: in ono section, pbys ; cal labor is gen- 
erally practised by the citizens, ami is respect- 
ed, at least in theory. Ia another, physical 
labor is comparatively contemned. These su- 
perficial nnd evanescent things produce embar- 
rassment and even collision in social inter- 
course among nun of we.ik beads and fiery 
tempers; but they surely ought not to block 
tho wheels of business — much less to ruuder 
the pnits or interrupt the progress of the ma- 
chine of government. 

There arc also some competitions of interest, 
arising from the devotion of dill'ercnt sections 
to agriculture, commerce, or manufactures. 
But these competitions are ine\itab'.e in bu- 
mi'.n effairs. In the government of the Uni- 
ted States, there is no noed that this should 
bring the United States into contliet with each 
other. Tho Federal system assigns the caro 
of these local interests to the individual States. 
If they can enly make up their minds to attend 
to their own business, and not nieddlo with 
their neighbors, and be eatiifijd wiih tho pos- 
session of their just dues, these- interests will 
never be brought into dangerous antagonism. 

The civil war is the great repelling and dis- 
integrating agency in the Union. Blood 
spilt in fratricidal strife, though justly and 
necessarily shed, is no cement of union. Tho 
mutual waste of treasure; the reciprocal de- 
vastation of fields, and pil'age and conflagra- 
tion of dwellings; tho common embarrass- 
ment, anxiety, and mental suffering proceed- 
ing from each other's acts and designs; and 
tho common agency in overwhelming the 
country with national dishonor and shame — 
these are certainly no very promising means of 
uniting tho States moro closely in fraternal 
Union. They are rather means of fostering 
perpetual hatred and revenge. 

But when tho respectivo parties shall come 
to review deliberately tho recent past, they 
will each find 6ome reason for charity, for- 
bearance, and a forgiving spirit towaid the 
other. 

On the one hand, tho North will caU to 
mind the fact that the insurrection is not the 
unanimous movement of the South, but is 
largely a combined morement of certain poli- 
ticians and tho worst elements of Southern 
society, while tho holders of all kinds of prop- 
erty are largely opposed to it actively, and still 
more largely acquiesce from that necessity 
which coerces unarmed men. The North will 
allow for tho universal misapprehension at the 
South of popular feelings and purposes at the 
North, naturally arising from tho noisy and 
violent proceedings of tho abolition faction. 
The North will recall the fact that American 
disunionism first showed itself in that section 
moro than fifty years ago, and tho South was 
faithful to the Union when the North was ex- 
tensively and for a long period disaffected 
Tho North will also rtmembir tbe fierceness 
and virulence with which the supreme judicial 
tribunal of the Union was attacked by a sec- 
tional political party, tho unstatcsmanlike re- 
fusal of its Senators and Representatives to 
accede to a satisfactory plan of compromise, 
and the shocks which the Constitution has 
since received in its own section of the coun- 
try. 

On the other hand, the South will appre- 
ciate the Northern heroic love for tho Union, 
whose destruction was threatened by secession. 
They will appreciate that regard for their 
rights which has usually been manifested by 
the army of the Union. They will find that 
the war was not waged by the volunteers from 
hatred to them, but from love to our common 
country. They will rejoice that tho glorious 
American Union wai no: blotted out of the 
map of the world. Tjey will allow for the 
j.-alousy and prejudice excited in the minds of 
a political party, by interested and unprinci- 
pled leaders, for the purpose of their own ele- 
vation to power. They will see that the con- 
troversy has not been conducted entirely with- 
out fault on tho part of Southern statesmen; 
that in tho political management before the 
late Presidential election, the choice of a sec- 
tional candidate was purposely connived at; 
and that in the United Statos Senato a com- 
plete and efficient plan of compromise was not 
sustained as it might have been by tbe votes of 
statesmen of that section. 

Both rectloni <U«o will tea that they have 



each been made the victim cf foreign intrigue. 
Some of the European monarchies are deter- 
mined, if possible, to break up the American 
Union. They aro conscious that its moral in- 
fluence is adverse to their systems of tyranny 
and misrule, and they aro resolved to put an 
end to our prosperity and union. The chief of 
theso conspirators is tho infamoui and ac- 
cursed Government of Great Britain. That 
Government is actuated by revenge, jealousy, 
and hatred — revengo for our repudiation Of 
colonial dependence upon her, jealousy of our 
rising commercial supremacy, and hatred of 
our republican liberty. She hates tho North 
she hates the South — she bates the whole 
Union. Sbe nurses and stimulates Northern 
abolitionism, Southern secessionist , and all 
the sectional ambitions and jealousies of tho 
whole country. Her object is our ruin, for 
the 3ako of her own aggrandizement. She is 
our most malignant aud dangerous enemy. 
Atni'ricaos! think of these things. 

The great points of similarity, which con- 
stitute tho spring* of reciprocal affection be- 
tween the States of tho American Union, yet 
remain unchanged. Tho unity of race aud of 
national origin is still a fact There is the 
same community of language and religion. 
Their political institutions are still republican. 
Their common memories of their early history, 
of their sublime contest for independence, ot 
the sainted and honored dead, and of the 
splendors and felicities of their common Uuion 
for almost a century, are yet fresh and mid; 
while their common exposure to the arts and 
violence of tho old-world dc-pols is an un- 
changeable and ever momentous fact in the 
condition and relations of all. 

It cannot but havo been impressed upon the 
mind of the attentive reader that the three 
elements wkich we havo been unfolding — com- 
mon interests, mutual dependence, and re- 
ciprocal affection — are just tho qualities which 
are suited to constitute theso States one tolit- 
ical famili. Theso are tho elemcuts which 
strengthen tho ties of the family and kindrod; 
and their influence is jutt the samo in political 
communities. Yes, the American Union is 
founded in nature, nnd "it must and shall be 
preserved I" All this great people cherish the 
sauted memory of ono father — tho wise, 
heroic, just, and glorious Wasiiinuiun! They 
arc all indissolubly united in fraternal bonds 
of interest, duty, and uffection. 

Brethren of the North and of the 
South, Naturo and Providence have formed 
us all for ono political household ! Cherish 
the sentiments and affections that belong to 
such a relation! Seek each other's welfare 
and prosperity! Banish all jealousy and envy 
of each other's p>wer and influence in the 
Union, and all propensity to interfere with 
and dictate the policy of your brethren! Cease 
your wicked and unnatural Strife and conten- 
tion! Let the din of war be hushed, and let its 
misery, rapine, waste, aud bloodshed, como to 
a perpetual cnu! Spurn not the kindly admoni- 
tion! It. is your country that calls and wurns 
and entreats! It is tbo voice of ell the wise and' 
good of the present age in every land! It is 
the voice of the heroes and statesmen of the 
past — tho voice of Washington, Jefferson, 
Madison, Hamilton, Adams, and Hancock ! 
Yea, is it not the awful and pi.iful voici of a 
just and merciful God ! A. B. J.

BUSINESS STILL DULL— RL'MOR-MONOKR RE- 
PORTS -THK MKI1IODIBT BOOK CONOP.RN- 
OOV. GEN. JOHNSON'S ADMINISTRATION. 

Nasiivii.lk, April 23, 1862. 
Our good city of N»3bville is remarkably quiet 
just now. Were it not for tbe prefer.ee of Union 
troops, and the business which an array, small or 
great, produces, there would be universal dulness. 
The old mercantile houses are almost barron of 
stocks, whilst the pockets of the owners are in 
but little bitter condition. And thon, Confede- 
rate money is an abomination which few would 
touch If they conld help it. The most violent 
and impracticable rebel rejects it as disdainfully 
as tbe most inveterate loyalist. It was a happy 
stroke of policy for the merchants, a *hort timo 
since, to give Confederate notes character and 
make them gov. but now, havirg lost the "grand 
confide" they pretended to have in the Jeff Davia 
usurpation, they drop tbem upon the hands of 
the innocent holders nmorgst the masses. They 
ought to ie "coerced" into waiving them at par. 
Until we have a round currency and eomatbing 
to sell, nothing l.ke a resumption of trade need be 
expected here. 

Previous to and immediately succeeding the 
battle of Shiloh, tbe rebel ruffle r ruongerc had a 
swimming time of it in this place. Some new 
rumor was invented acel put into circulation every 
hour in the day. Tbe offics of the "grape vine" 
telegraph, cornor of tbe (quaro and C«dar street, 
was constantly thronged with eager and inter- 
ested listeners, sod thecco the teeming despatches 
spread until all circles were permeated. There 
are thousands now in t'ia city at d county who 
honestly believe what the "grape vine" re pre 
sented - that Beauregard won a brilliant victory 
at Shiloh. Yon cannot convir.ee them to tbe 
contrary. For a week after the arrest of " itile 
Jim Bell" the rumor- mongers were a little 
cautious: but yesterday they wero in their glory 
again. They reported another fight on last 
Thursday and Friday on the Tennessee liver, 
which rosulted in the destruction of the 
Federal army and the death of General 
II jell. They went so far as to state that 
Col. Frank McNairy — he who advertised for tho 
bio od- hound: — sent a messenger to his brother 
Currin, residing here, that he (Frank) hid helped 
to bear the dead body of the General from the 
field. Now, Currin McNairy has just returred 
from Huntsville, Ala , where he wss when Gen. 
Mitchell surprised the placo. Lie cima home I y 
permission of the Union commander there, and is, 
I believe, too much of a gontleman to abuee the 
confidence reposed in him by giving currency to 
such reports. He should hold the rumor-mongers 
responsible for u:irg his name to give weight to 
their falsthoods. List night we received no muil 
from Louisville. Tbe train did not got in. The 
rumor- mergers have ppread the news tbat John 
Morgan has t h > railroad under bis supervision 
again. It will be necessary for Qen, Dumont to 
teach our rebels tbat tbey shall not excite tbe 
community by circulating falsehoods. The sooner 
he gives them a lesson tbe better. 

Loyal men have, I he past two days, been some- 
what ind'gnant at a fact which trampircd Mon- 
day evening. I allude to an application of the 
Methodist Book Concern of this city to Secretaty 
Chase for permission to ship Ihell books, on the 
ground that their'a is exclusively a religious and 
charitable tstablukment! Tbe truth is the Book 
Concern has been one of tbe roost powerful ar d 
effective engines in tho cause of treason. Find- 
ing its business unprofitable, and its capital cj- 
dan^ored, tbe managers hailed disunion as a 
means uf salvation, and deliberately set to w< rk 
to aid in breaking up the Ui i n. There is not : u 
the South another printing establishment io thor- 
oughly supplied with all tbe materials ncce'.*ary 
for publishing and stereotj ping, and they beliov 
ed that, under a separate Southern Government, 
I heir's woulJ b9 the great publishing concern — 
the Southern Usrpers— ard would bocorae ira 
menselv wealthy. Jobn B. McForrin, tho Biok 
acent; Wm. O Summers, the Book Edilor; L. D. 
Huston, the Editor of tbe Home Circle; and 
McTyerie, the Editor of the Advocate, all, early 
became traitors, and omitted no opportunity to 
preach treason. Tbey did more tban any four 
politicians iu N sell villa to poison the minds of tbe 
people of Tennessee, and to make treason rcBpect 
able. During the eventful week yihich preceded 
the fall of Donelson, when an attempt was being 
mide to "fire tbe bear'.e" of our citizen?, and in 
duce them to form regiments of pikeaien, these 
men were to be seen daily in tbe postprar diul 
parades, performing tha devil's instead of the 
Lord's work. McFerrin was one of the Jacobin 
orators. He vehomontly declared that he intend- 
ed to pirticipile i j the fighting, and did not want 
any of his fellow citizsns who would no*, do like- 
wise to have the presimption to speak to him. 
Summers cou'd be seen with a piks ij his hand, 
descanting upon its efficiency aa a weapon of war; 
and, so eloquent was he, scfce fools were convinced 
that an Enfield ritla was ■ poor thing compared to 
a pike. It was refreshing to hear little Ilustin 
loom, and a sight at McTyerie's countenance, as 
ha tat on bis horse the iinperco.iation of the God 
of War, inspired one with moro than human 
courage. All these fellows ran away, and are 
now down S uth. They didn't stay to tight, bat 
left their supple tools behiod to try to pull the 
wool over Secretary Chase's ej e3. I rather think 
tbey will find Salmon a fish not to be caught on a 
pin-hook. The truth i', all the printing estab- 
li. bments in this city, political and religious, 
aided and abetted tbe rebellion, ard every one 
ought to be confiscated. Let the law be enforced 
against tbem wiihout fear or fivor. 

The Administration of Gov. Johnson is slov. ly 
and surely performing tbe good work of restor- 
ing the authority cf the Union in Tennessee. It 
is difficult to reach the mirds or hearts of tbe 
people, so many of them have friends and rela- 
tives in tbe Southern army; but bo willevenlu 
ally do it. Tbe belief is now becoming general 
that the cause of the revolutionist) is "going up" 
— a common expression here. — and when this is 
the case convertion must toon follow. The fight 
on tbe Tennessee river ought to have had a 
strong cooperative agency in advancing tbe work 
of Gov. Johncon, but tbe unfortunate surprise of 
the Union troops deprived tbem of a thorough 
victory, and tbe Governor of its advantages. 

By the way, who is responsible for tho afore- 
said smprisi? It was inexcusable. Why, tbe 
advance of Johnson and Beauregard was known 
and spoken of in this city on the Friday be-fore 
tbe fight; and one of our papers announced it on 
Sunday morning, the day of the surprise. Ought 
not the Union Generals to have been as well in- 
formed as tbe rebels in Nashville? A.

A swarthy, wild-haired, grizzilv bear 
hunter cf eleven years' experience, he has i >ur- 
neyed hither from the. canonsand gulches of the land 
of gold, to use his unerring rirja in the service of 
Uncle Sam, previously willing his propertv to 
tbe amount of *60,000, now deposited in a Phila- 
delphia baLk. to the possible widows and orphans 
of Berdan s Sharp: hooters. Not Cooper's "Natty 
Bumppo ur BirdV'RoaringUatph Stack pole, "was 
more idiomatic or racy in vernacular than he. 
Tbedarmd old pit war no kind o 'count, "he said, 
but he hated to leave it. He war afraid bis r fli 
war wounded— that war all. You should ha' 
f eon our boys spsmk them varmits. Tiny brought 
cutiometlnng tbat loeked like a bakeoven once 
and stuck it up to shelter 'em. He couldn't tell 
what to make of the durned thing. He had fired 
away 'most all his ammunition, and must have 
some, as be war goin' out agin to-morrow." Loud,

Visit of Uov. Johnson to the Camp eir 
the Tiiritn Minnesota Keoimf.st.— •Aopording 
to tbe invitation previously announced, G'v 
Johnson attended the dress parade of this aplendid 
regiment, on Wednesday afiernoon, at their cunp, 
t wo miies from the cily. A large number of citi- 
zens were present on tho i cession. We have 
previously spoken in commendation of these 
troops, and now are forced to add still more libe 
rally to the meed of praise formerly bssioweil. 
We have attended many dress parades, and pro- 
nounce thia regiment the best drilled and most 
accomplished in tbe manual of arm3 ard move- 
ments of all that we have seen since the begin- 
ning of tho war. Tb«y not only lo. k like soldiers, 
but bear that 

"Dauntless brow and splrit-t-peakirg eye," 
that ii.d'caies tbe earnest, dettruiii-cd, intelligent 
freeman. They seem to 

"Hail in their henrte the triumph yet to come. 
And hear nope'* etoiruy music iu tbo drum." 

Governor Johnson was introduced by Mr. K-&t, 
Secretary of State, in some bliaf and sppropriato 
remarks.

was the firm efeterrninalion ef the rebel leaders to 
overthrow popular government, if they should 
succeed, and establish a despotism instead of cur 
present liberal institutions. Mr. Clayton, tho 
Assistant Secre'ary of Hon. Howell Utbl>, i'o- 
clared to him on one occasion tbat the people of 
the South, as well as many at tho North, were 
fuNy determined to submit to tbe e'ection of oo 
President who had sprung from the common peo- 
ple, a I Abe Linoln h:d Andrew Jackson had 
foreseen this attempt to revolutionize the Govern- 
ment twenty eight years ago, and had foretold 
that tho aristocrats in tho next etruggla would 
misko slavery their pretext. Tbe prophecy is now 
in its fulfilment, and tho leaders of this in'a- 
mous rebellion were trying tei'ramplo down all 
popular govornm: nt r.nd establish a despotism, 
bjsed not on man's inherent rights of self gov- 
ernment, not on tho intolli ,;enco cf the paople, 
not on the sublime truths of demccr .cy, but sole- 
ly on the institution of slavery, thus wresting 
government from the hands of the peopla where 
Ged hsd placed [I, and giving it to a mere insti- 
tution. There was nothing noole or exal'ed in the 
rebel movement. He knew the demou of seces- 
sion to be an itrnoMe one. 

It was a diabolical, h.tll brrn encern. It was 
conceived and born in sin, and would end in hell. 
And he was glad to see all over the lanl an ill- 
s' inctive rally are and the flag of the Union ly 
the people. All differences of birth and of former 
party associations ore forgotten in this battle for 
the right of man. He hailed tbe men of Minne- 
sota as the ci'izen soldiers of the Union, who hud 
come not to infringe upon one ripbt, but rather to 
prot-ct us in tbe erj.ijroent of all. Yes, he spi ka 
almost in tight of the tomb of the sage and sol- 
dier of the Hermitage, and if that neble old man 
could know what was going on to dav in Tennea- 
see, it seemed lo btm that bo would hurt the cer- 
ements of his tomb, and, walking forth in all his 
former ms-jes.y, would ruho hie hand and ex- 
claim to tne soldiers of tbe Uniin, "I'be Fed- 
eral Union must be preserved," acd then cry to 
the em?attled host, ' On to the corflict !"

FROM COL. MARSIIALL'3 REGIMENT. 
Camp Buownlow, Piketon, April 12 
Perhaps something trom tho 16tb Kentucky 
would be sccep'uble. Since we left Ashland we 
have lad Bome taste of soldiering in reality. Oor 
trip up Sandy as far as Louisa was rather pleas- 
ant, we being on steamboa's of 'he first clas ; but 
at that point wa had tndis-mbark and wait fur 
the smaller craft, which were above and could 
only run on this stream. Wo were in Louisa one 
elay and night, when the h'ue 6'eimer Swan bove 
in sight, and soon was moorod at tbe landing. 
This magnificent boat was extremely Sandv tie I, 
without cabin or deck, ard all hull and pilot bouse. 
Two of enir companies were soon ulx'aid, and tbe 
boat, after puffing and blowing for an hour or so, 
poshed our, and we were off for Piketon. The 
position of our men on this trip remird'.d me 
very forcibly of the "middle passage, ' yet tak- 
ing everything into oonsitleration, wo had rath- 
er a pleasant trip. Wo WBro blessed with balmy, 
sunny days. O d Sol arose in all his glory, 
me ming after morniog of our j urcey, shedding 
a flood of brilliant sunbsams across our pathway, 
the Sandy liver, the men's ficss wero full of glad- 
ness asd good humor, and tbeir gay rongs awoke 
the dwellers on the hanks, who s'oeid gazirg in 
mule wonder at us from their domiiils, doubt lore 
thinking we were going to some picnic feast, 
rather tban hunting a feast of secesh b'ood. We 
made Paints , i 1- the second day, once rather a 
nice town, hut its occupation by tbe soldiery bss 
almost ruined the p'ace. Mud of tbe very best 
quality is found everywhere about here from oie 
io two feet dten. It was but three miles abovo 
heie that the Union forces met Humphrey Mar- 
shall and routed him, the 40th Ohio under Colonel 
Craner leading in the tight, assisted by a portion 
of our brave Kentuek bojs of tbo 22d Kentucky. 
We laid up for tbe night at the mouth of Johi 's 
Creek, seven miles l.elow Prestoneburg, wb<re 
we cooked our supper and bivouacked for the niiiht 
on tbe bark in the immediate vicinity. 

Tbe next irorning we passed that renowned 
hole of t aitorism called Prestoneburg, full of log 
houses and dirty children, mcs*. of the male popu- 
lation b?ing in the secesh army. Atout twelve 
miles above, we pasptd that celebrated point 
known as Ivy Mountaio, wbere our gallant Col. 
Chas. A. Marshall, and our courageous M.-jor 
Harris, baeked by tbo Uuion boys of Mason, 
Fleming, Lewis, ai d Bracken, displayed 80 much 
cool bravery ar d daring heroism, under a terrible 
tire from the enemy's lines. We only wondered, 
while gazing upon this mighty fortress of nature, 
that, with tbo great advantage the enemy had 
over our men, they were not completely routed. 
I was not iu Col. Marshall's regiment at'tbe time, 
but after seeing Ivy Mountain and the position 
his men wero in, I can scarely imagine bow they 
carried the day with so small a loss eif life. I hat 
nigbt we reached Piketon amid tho welccme 
cb era of n thousand stalwart Buckeye boys. The 
noxt day we ei:cauip«d on a level bottom just bs- 
low town on the bank of one of the finest streams 
in tbe world, with towering mountuins frowning 
down upon ua from the opposite side. Colonel J. 
Craner, of the 40th Ohio regiment, ij in com- 
mand here, a finospeciinon of the Amorican offi- 
cer, and au < xperien:ed officer of active, energet- 
ic, and vigorous temperament, and has great 
prido in military affairs, just the man for a com- 
mander; he baa the utmost confidence of the men, 
and I think deservedly so. Major Harris is in 
command of ibe five companies of the 16:h at this 
place, and deserves groat credit for bis exertions 
ill getting tho regiment in a state of perfect drill. 
Cel. Marshall ii at Prestonsburg witu two Com- 
panies. We hive one at Paintsville and two at 
Louisa. Refugees from Virginia are coming in 
here in gangs of from 10 to 30 men. and report 
Humphrey Marshall at Lebanon with three regi- 
ments of infantry and one of horse, and a battery 
of artillery. Tbey are enlisting rapidly in our 
regiment— company I has swelled up to 105 
men, company C 102 men, the other compa- 
nies are tilling up to the maximum number. 
They also stato that Humphrey is forcing every 
man into his ranks that is ablo to bear arms. 
We have some twelve or fourteen prisoners in the 
jail hero. Among them ii a secesh colonel by 
the name of McClellar; also two lieu'enants out 
of that celebrated band of desperadoes under 
Ceptain Wilcher. They wero taken a few days 
ago by a. party of Union guerillas. Another is a 
young lawyer, a pretended Uuion man, who 
travelled back and forth from hore to Cincinnati, 
bringing pistols, revolvers, &c , to tbe secesh. 
He also posted Humphrey Marshall about tho ap- 
proach of the Union force on Paintsville. Wo 
wi 1 try him as a spy, and if these things are 
proven on him bo will be ebotassuch. His 
father ond sister have been here for several days, 
pleading very vigorously for h'sre.le«e, but went 
away with less comfort ih -n they cime. We are

In ouo of tho city churches in St. Louis on 
Sunday last, an eloquent divine, while earnestly 
supplicating at tho Throne of Grace that peace 
might again spread her gentle \Tings over our be- 
loved country, said: ' 'Put one band on the North, 
O Lord, and the other on tho South, and ssv to 
the raging elements, peace, be still!" An elderly 
man from Indiana — a pri^ale io one of the regi- 
ments stationed there — interrupted the reverend 
gentleman at this point by saying, distinctly: 
"No, Lord — put both hands on the South, and 
make her stay in the Union."

[From the New York Farmer.] 
Agricultural Prooresss. — At the late 
annual meeting of the Now York State Agri- 
cultural Society, held at Albany, the retiring 
President, Hon. Geo. Geddes, delivered an 
address, in which ho reviewed the progress of 
agriculture in that Stato during tho last twen • 
tv-oiio years — tho period in which the Society, 
under its present organization, has existed, 
and held annual exhibitions. Tho address, a 
copy of which is before us, is a very interesting 
one, and shows, clearly, that the Socioty al- 
luded to has exerted an important influence in 
tbe improvement of agriculture. The improve- 
ments referred to are by no means confined to 
the State of New York, but are enjoyed, moro 
or less, by ail parts of the country. A glance 
at some of tho more prominent of these, can • 
not fail to interest and benefit all who are con- 
cerned in tho operations of agriculture. We 
therefore offer tho following extracts : 

In regard to the improvement of the 
plough, Mr. Geddes observes-: "Following up 
this single implement, and noting tho improve 
monts made in it during our society's lifctirun 
and under its auspicei, wo shall see that if we 
had done nothing else hut improve the plough 
we should not have labored in vain. Each of 
our ploughing matches has bscn a trial cf 
ploughs as well as of ploughing, and in ttddi 
tion to these a special and full trial was bad 
near this city in the yenr 1850. Tbo resuliB 
arrive d at then have been sustained as correc, 
not only by the practical farmers of this 
country, but hy the World's F'air held ten 
yesraagoin England. * • * The manu 
tacturers row know how to make a plough to 
do the work that may ba required of it, in the 
best manner, and with tho least power; and 
the farmers, at least many of them, now know 
when they havo tho plough they really require, 
Tho^o remarks arc true not only of tho ordin- 
ary surface plough, but also of tho subsoil and 
double ploughs. With tho improvement of 
thij loading farm implement has grown a taste 
for perfect ploughing, and for land freed from 
ob-tructions that would present good work. 
The samples given at our ploughing matches, 
to audiences composed of many thousands of 
farmers, have been standards for these Fpec - 
tators, and everywhere good farmers require 
work equal to these standards." 

"To follow our improved ploughs, wo have 
improved harrows and wheel cultivators; and 
to sow our grain, we have drills that are great- 
ly simplified, improved, and cheapened from 
tho English implement. When we come to 
harvest our grain, we havo the reaper drawn 
by horses — doing the work far more perfectly 
than it can be done by baud labor at the 
same cost. Machines drawn by horses cut and 
spread our hay, not only better than tho woik 
can bo done by hand, but at a great saving of 
cost." 

Mr. Geddes next speaks of the trial of 
mowing and rcsping machines instituted by 
the Society at Geneva, in 18BS — tho lirst trial 
of thek'nd on any considerable scalo in thin 
or any other country. Tbo influence of this 
trial has undoubtedly been of great impor- 
tance. Mr. G. says: 

"Each inventor and manufacturer went home 
a wiser man, and the next year showed very 
great advances. Progress was made by this 
trial that otherwise, probably, would not havo 
been made in many years; and though these 
implements aro now greatly in advance of 
those shown at Geneva, there is still room for 
improvement, and the timo for another tho- 
rough trial has fully come. In my opinion tho 
reaper and mower aro rapidly approaching per- 
fection. I think they aro essentially two and 
distinct implements, and, except for quite 
small farmers, should not be attempted as a 
single, combined tool. The reaper should not 
only cut the grain, but, without the assistance 
of moro than tho driver, should cast it oflf in 
convenient gavels, and may, without an un- 
reasonable expenditure of power, cut a wide 
swath. Tho mower should cut a narrower 
swjth, and may be of much simpler construe- 
tion than the reaper." 

Mr. Geddes next speaks of improvements in 
other tools. "We thought," he says, "that 
the old revolving horse-rako was a great thing 
— and it really was — but it is likely to be 
supersede*! by one that has wheels, and on 
which the driver rides." He shows that this 
kind of rake can be made to do good work in 
many places where the revolving rake cannot. 
The horse-pitchfork is mentioned, also ma- 
chines for sowing seed, and fertilizers, Bome of 
which, it is said, "will sow broadcast, with 
nearly mathematical accuracy, thirty acres in 
a day, drawn by a pair of horses, and tended 
by one man. So that we have now reached a 
timo when wo plough, harrow, drill in the 
seed, bow tho gypsum, cut tbo grain or hay, 
rake it, and pitch it into the mow by horse- 
power. Thus the severe toils of tho husband- 
man have been lightened and cheapened by tho 
inventivo genius of our mechanics." 

So much in rolation to improvements in farm 
implements. Mr Geddes notices others of great 
importance, to which, for want of space, we 
cannot particularly icier in this article, though 
wo cannot forego the inclination to give a por- 
tion of his rcTjarks touching the advantages 
of public exhibitions as a means ol comparing 
tbe merits of animals. Ho says: 

"Until a field was provided, in which all tho 
best animals could be shown side by side, we 
could neither have a general love and taste 
that demanded excellence, nor e ould we have 
sound judgment in regard to different breeds, 
and different animals of thesamo breed. No 
man can visit a herd of cattlo and then ride 
fifiy miles, and, seeing another, make a just 
comparison botween them. It is necessary, to 
tho formation of a correct judgment, that the 
animals should be seen side by side. It is ne- 
cessary to tho formation of a public taste for 
lino animals that good samples should be 
placed before the public in great numbers. It 
may not be generally thought of, but the pre- 
mium won is really the least thing, in impor-
